‘Edmonton votes to proceed 


The City of “Edmonton 
Council passed a motion to 
proceed with an application 
to the Local Authorities 
Board for a massive boun- 
dary extension, which would 
include St. Albert and 
Sherwood Park, at their 
meeting yesterday after- 
noon, with a substantial 
majority in favour. Nine 
aldermen voted for the pro- 
posal, three were against 
(Aldermen Leger, Newman 
and Wickman) and one 
abstained (Alderman Dub). 

The plan for acquiring land 
in all four directions would 
give the city 2,000 square 
kilometres, which is over six 
times Edmonton's present 
size, Those aldermen sup- 
porting the annexation stres- 
sed the need for it in 
the interests of effective long 
range planning, 40 or more 
years ahead. And they 
pointed out that it would be 
of scant value to establish 
proper long-term planning 
on the one hand, and. then 
not being able to implement 
the plans because they did 
not have governmental con- 
trol. The objective of a 
central unitary government 
was equally important, It 
also became clear that 
neither the aldermen nor 
consultants had faith in the 
ability of the ERPC to serve 
as an effective planning 
instrument. 

A fairly large gallery was 
on hand for the meeting, but 
several aldermen expressed 
their disappointment that no 
Edmonton MLA‘s were on 
hand. Sherwood Park's new- 
ly elected representative, 
Mr. Henry Woo, was present 
for a good portion of the 
mecting, and St. Albert 
Council was represented by 
Liesbeth Bakker. 

In preparation for the 
annexation application, the 
most comprehensive study of 
future directions for the city 
ever undertaken was carried 
out by an appointed com- 
mittee backed up by top 
flight consultants and ad- 
visors. Legal consultant 
Ammon Ackroyd and project 
manager Dave Podmore set 
the scene for yesterday's 
meeting with an overview of 
the proposal using slides and 
maps, and during the meet- 
ing economic consultant H. 
Harries was called upon to 
answer some questions from 
Alderman Leger. 


AVOID A METROPOLITAN 
TRAGEDY - ACKROYD 


Mr. Ackroyd emphasized 
the essentially urban charac- 
ter of the areas adjoining the 
city as a reason for imple- 


menting the annexation and 
unitary government propos- 
al, quoting from the McNally 
Commission Report ‘that it 
would constitute nothing 
short of a metropolitan 
tragedy to permit a second 
city to grow up on Ed- 
monton’s boundary”’ ... thus 
creating in Edmonton all the 
problems presently being 
faced by major metropolitan 
areas in the world. He also 
felt LAB was styled for 
smaller annexations, of 
smaller populations, and it 
remains to be seen if the 
Board can handle this one. 

He further pointed out that 
at present only those directly 
affected can appear before 
the LAB. '*We look to see if a 
wider hearing of the public 
will be possible (for Ed- 
monton’s application). 

Mr. Podmore pointed out 
the dilemma of fragmen 
tation of jurisdictions in the 
met area, with 36 agencies 


and bodies for provision of 


services, which will cause 
increasing difficulties in 
years to come. Competition 
for industry will deteriorate 
Edmonton's position, as will 
piece meal annexations such 
as have been experienced, 
said the project manager. He 
felt it is not possible to alter 
the structure of ERPC so as 
to make it effective. 

Models used to analyze 
other met areas cannot be 
applied to the unique posi- 
tion of the Edmonton met 
area, said Mr, Podmore. 
Other centres looked at 
relatively large numbers of 
population in neighbouring 
blocks, whereas in Edmonton 
met area 80 percent of the 
population is concentrated in 
the city. (In the Vancouver 
situation the figure was 20 
percent, and in Toronto, 40 
percent), We did not plan to 
increase growth, he said, but 
rather to handle the growth 
which must come in all areas 
with urban development pot- 
ential and urban charac- 
teristics. We considered a 
number of boundary options 
of a smaller scale, but it was 
clear they were not viable. 
However we felt there could 
be effective representation 
from communities enclosed 
by the large annexation, 
which would be encouraged 
to present their views and 
the needs of small muni- 
cipalities also must be con- 
sidered.

City ratifies sewer agreement 


After ascertaining that the 
question of rates was not 
involved, city council moved 
Monday night to sign the 
long-awaited sewer services 
agreement with the MD of 
Sturgeon, Council was asked 
to ratify the agreement 
although the MD has not yet 
approved it. 

The agreement allows for 
service to the penitentiary 
and allows users in the MD 
to connect to the system, St. 
Albert is selling its sewer 
system as a utility, com- 
mented City Manager Bob 
Byron. 

Council members did not 
rush to sign the agreement, 
however, as they thought 
they should wait to see if the 
MD officials proposed any 
changes. Mr. Breadner sta- 
ted that he had some 
concerns regarding rates and 
equity that he wanted an- 
swered before he voted 
approval, He said that 
although he supported the 
sale of the sewer as a utility, 
he wanted to look into it 
further. 

However, 


Mrs. Bakker 


responded to her colleagues’ 
reservations saying that it 
was important for St. Albert 
to indicate its willingness to 
sign. She said the city had 


been called ‘‘unco-oper- 
ative’’ in the past on this 
issue. Details could be 


looked at later, she said. 

In response to this, Ald. 
Breadner remarked that 
**just because some veiled 


threats have been made 
doesn't mean we have to 
rush into anything."’ Re- 
garding the rates he said the 
MD might wish to coun- 
ter-offer, and if this were the 
case, the negotiation should 
not be done in public, 

Ald. Smith said the city 
had indicated its willingness

Council also moved to 
upgrade the fastball facility

cost about $60,000, 

The approval of one facility 
came as a surprise to many, 


then referred the matter to 
technical staff. However the 
referral was defeated. 

The matter was resolved 
when Ald. Bakker pointed 
out that it was not necessary 
to approve the rates to ratify 
the agreement, as the rates 
were not included in the 
agreement. With this esta- 
blished, the motion to 
approve carried, 


as the administration com- 
mittee had recommended it 
not be accepted.

Catholic Board protests zoning 


Forest Lawn residents 
John Arnot and Tom Sentes 
won support of the Catholic 
School Board Monday in 
their fight against commer- 
cial development of a parcel 
of land located at Sir Winston 
Churchill and Fairview Blvd. 
known as the Shell property. 

City cauncil will hold a 
public hearing April 9 for the 
purpose of rezoning the 
parcel to 1 acre C2 (com- 
mercial) and four acres Ric 
(single family residential - 
detached and semi-detached) 
The entire parcel was or- 
iginally zoned commercial 
then in 1977 the City (Bylaw 
32/77) rezoned a portion of it 
to Ric, The validity of this 
action is currently under 
litigation and the city is 
making the present man- 
euver to ‘correct’ the matter. 

John Arnot told trustees 
that allowing a commercial 
zoning to remain would be 
‘opening a can of worms 
that doesn't have to be 
opened."’ He said that the 
area was an educational and 
recreational area that a 
commercial development 
would not be compatible 
with. 

Tom Sentes explained to 
Board members that the 
group was not attempting to 
use the Board as a means to 
an end. He said they were

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not opposed to all forms of 
development but did not 
believe a convenience food 
store or service station were 
needed in the area. These 
two establishments would 
create increased traffic flows 
in an area already heavy with 
pedestrian traffic creating by 
students (2900 in area) and 
others using the sports fields 
nearby. The group also 
feared the food store would 
create a hang out for 
students that would lead to 
possible vandalism. There 
would also be litter problems 
and nutritional problems as 
students chose to eat junk 
foods from the store. 

Mr. Sentes said he didn’t 
like the ‘‘compromise route”’ 
that was now being followed 
as planning criteria (allowing 
Shell one acre to develop 
commercially instead of 
five). ‘If a commercial 
development shouldn't be 
there, then it shouldn't be 
there.’’ He said a devel- 
opment plan was not form- 
ally before council but one 
“‘did exist.’" He said it 
contained one of Shell's 
self-serve gas stations and a 
building the size needed to 
house a food outlet like the 
ones Shell has in Edmonton. 

District Superintendent 
Bill Zielinski said he had 
indication that the staff at 
V.J. Maloney school across 
the street were not con- 
cerned over the develop- 
ment. They felt it would not 
have an adverse effect on 
their nutrition program at the 
school which was widely 
accepted by the students. 

Trustee Ken Porter said 
that wasn't the case at St. 
Albert High when school 
administration had opposed 
Mission Ridge on similar 
grounds, 

Trustee Don Lavoy said his 
involvement with summer 
sports in the area led him to 
believe the traffic made 
crossings risky now without 
adding traffic generating de- 
velopments, 

Mr. Sentes said he had 
statistical information gath- 
ered by Edmonton City 
Police and Alderman Bill 
Shields that indicated ad- 
verse effects were the result 
of locating schools and retail 


ri 


stores in close proximity. He 
said he was not suggesting 
what was good for the area, 
only that a food outlet was 
not, The groups aim was to 
restrict the type of de- 
velopment allowed on the 
parcel. 

Trustee Lavoy said that in 
his opinion a food store 
would be a detriment. Stu- 
dents in Junior High have a 
tendency to congregate and 
they are susceptible to peer 
pressure which could lead to 
vandalism and_ shoplifting. 
‘All education does not take 
place in the school,"’ The 
development would be part 
of the school setting and ‘‘we 
should strongly oppose."’ 

Trustee Jerry Manegre 
said that, although he 
appreciated some of the 
difficulties that may be in the 
future; in the absence of 
2oncerns from District Ad- 
ninistration or V.J.M. 
school the Board had no firm 
jata upon which to express 


an opinion. 

Trustee Porter reminded 
Mr. Manegre of the St. 
Albert High case adding, ‘‘I 
don't know if there is a study 
for every kind of problem you 
do encounter,"’ 

Trustee Lavoy said he 
would ‘‘hazard to suggest"’ 
that the staff made a 
negative response without 
having the information. 

The result was the sending 
of a letter to the city stating 
that if a food outlet is 
established the Board has 
concerns regarding, nutri- 
tion, vandalism and increas- 
ed traffic flows.

Protection sought for 
Handicapped workers 


Fire department officials 
are being aided by handi- 
capped individuals and asso- 
ciations working on their 
behalf in efforts to provide 
adequate fire protection for 
handicapped workers. 

The numbers of handi- 
capped persons being hired 
by American business firms 
is tremendously encourag- 
ing, but officials in the Los 
Angeles department point to 
some tragedies which have 
already occurred, in pressing 
for improved escape routes 
for handicapped workers. 

Quadriplagic Douglas 
Martin, director of the West- 
side Community for Inde- 
pendent Living in Los An- 
geles, notes that disabled 
workers are in places they 
have never been before. 
‘This reflects our success in 
gaining access,’’ he said, 
*‘and now solutions must be 
found so our progress is not 


hindered.” 

At present four remedies 
are being studied for the Los 
Angeles area: putting fire 
resistant rooms in factories 
and office buildings for use 
by the handicapped in an 
emergency; developing sm- 
oke detectors that can warn 
the deaf; construction re- 
quirements for more than 
one entrance for wheelchair 
workers; developing equip- 
ment to allow wheelchair 


workers to use stairs in case 
of fires prohibiting elevator 
use. 

It is to be hoped that 
studies done in Los Angeles 
will not be duplicated in 
other areas. Rather all re- 
search in this, and other 
important areas for pro- 
tecting handicapped work-, 
ers, should be dovetailed for 
greatest benefit and financial 
savings to communities ac- 
ross North America.

With 
a flash of light and a puff of 
smoke, the ribbon fell and 
Premier John Robarts de- 
clared the center open. 

The Center contains many 
exhibits, plus a few intri- 
guing demonstrations. The’ 
travelling Circus takes some 
of the popular attractions on 
the road around Ontario. 
This year being ‘‘Interna- 
tional Year of the Child,”’ the 
National Museum Council 
gave a grant to the Center to 
take its Circus around 
Canada. The Circus will take 
its show to one city in every 
province. 

Ken Graham and his crew 
pulled somewhat of a coup, 
luring the Circus to St. 
Albert in connection with the 
Summer Games. 

The Science Circus itself 
was conceived as an ex- 
tension to the Center in 1973. 
By inviting participation, the 
Circus exhibits encouraged 
visitors to have fun while 
they are rediscovering sc- 
ience. Whether its pedalling 
a bicycle to generate electri- 
city or by participating in a 
papermaking workshop, vis- 
itors soon feel that they are 
part of the Circus. Just as 
ringmasters in any other 
circus enrich the audience's 
experience, Science Circus 
staff members make a visit to 
the Circus especially mem- 
orable, They answer ques- 
tions, give demonstrations, 
lead workshops, maintain 
exhibits and spur visitors to 
ask questions, In fact, 
unanimous praise has gree- 
ted the Circus staff where- 
ever they have stopped.

Board backing city 


Members of the Catholic 
School Board passed a 
motion Monday that put 
them on record as supporting 
Mayor Ron Harvey's letter to 
the City of Edmonton ex- 
pressing St. Albert's desire 
to retain its autonomy and 
oppose Edmonton's annex- 
ation plans, 

The Board was unanimous 
in its support of the city’s 
letter which Trustee Jerry 
Manegre described as taking 
a‘‘a very positive position on 
behalf of the city. 

The letter reads: 

“This letter is in response 
to your City’s presentation 
entitled Horizon 21, made to 
the members of the Council 
of the City of St. Albert in St. 
Albert on January 16, 1979. 

There would seem to be 
merit in the statement of 
intention set out in the 
introduction of your project 
presentation which reads in 
part as follows: 

**Project Horizon 21 is 
being undertaken as an 
intensive effort to objectively 
assess the full range of land 
use and government form 
options available in the 
Edmonton area."’ 

The difficulty we see with 
that intent is that the study is 
being undertaken at the ini- 
tiative and on behalf of the 
City of Edmonton whose past 
policies have reflected a total 
bias in favour of a single or 
uni-city form of local gov- 
ernment unit in the Edmon- 
ton area, to be expanded as 
and when the City of 
Edmonton deems it appro- 
priate, Our concern would be 
that, without questioning 
their professional competen- 
ce and integrity, consultants 
retained and paid for by the 
City of Edmonton would be 
expected to reflect in their 
approach to the study the 
interests of the City of 
Edmonton, 

You have not indicated 
whether it is the intention of 
your City to include within its 
proposed application the 
annexation of the City of St, 
Albert. We do know, how- 
ever, from media reports 
your own position which is 
the uni-city concept and until 
there is a clear indication of a 
change of opinion, we can 
only assume (wisely) that. if 
not in the short term, then in 


- 


the long term, the objective 
is the total integration of the 
community of St. Albert into 
that of the City of Edmonton 
and the elimination of the 
separate and autonomous 
municipal entity known as 
the City of St. Albert. 

It is important that you, 
and the members of your 
council, know that St. Albert 
sees no logical or valid 
reason, either from a ser- 
vicing, planning or economic 
point of view, for the City of 
St. Albert to be annexed to 
Edmonton. This should not 
be interpreted as being an 
expression of dislike. On the 
contrary, many of us are 
proud of the City of 
Edmonton and proud of its 
accomplishments, We hap- 
pen to believe very sincerely 
that a diversity of municipal 
units forming a metropolitan 
region, each offering a range 
of choice in lifestyles as a 
desirable and healthy en- 
vironment benefitting all 
citizens of the region. We 
believe also that the best 
interests of the Province as a 
whole are not necessarily 
served by a concentration of 
economic and influential 
powers into the hands of two 
large urban centres. 

We also wish you to know 
that the City of St. Albert 
desires to co-operate fully in 
any undertaking which will 
be for the benefit of our 
respective communities and 
its citizens, as well as the 
citizens of other area muni- 
cipalities, We reserve the 
right to view matters diff- 
erently and on occasion to do 
things differently but that 
can all be achieved without 
disharmony in an atmos- 
phere of goodwill and mean- 
ingful partnership. 

In conclusion and perhaps 
to get to the essential point of 
this letter, the Council of the 
City of St. Albert, so long as 
it enjoys the support of its 
electorate, will resist to the 
fullest extent of its resources 
any and all efforts by your 
government to seek denial of 
the full expression of the 
citizens of St. Albert to the 
enjoyment of their own form 
of government,"’

Protestant district admin- 
istrators are in the process of 
drafting a policy ‘‘related to 
the accessibility and avail- 
ability of student records to 
parents or guardians’’ foll- 
owing a motion by Trustee 
Ernie Wynychuk, March 14.

We've all been waiting a 
long time to shop in the 
regional shopping ‘centre. 
Rumours abound as to 
whether the facility will ever 
be built. Well, we can all 
relax, The centre, or more 
exactly, the St. Albert Centre 
(as the developers Abacus 
Cities and Hudson Bay have 
dubbed it) is scheduled for 
completion next spring; one 
year later than originally 
projected. Work commenced 
at the site late last week. 

Soil conditions have re- 
ceived premier attention 
from St. Albert residents as 
the reason for the delay but 
the project manager Biil 
Duncan told the Gazette this 
was unjustly so, The com- 
pany has known about the 
soil conditions for several 
years. They knew about the 
need for a concrete pad upon 
which to construct the centre 
before the land was pur- 
chased from Abbey Glen, the 
previous owners. It was the 
paperwork preceding finan- 
cial arrangements that pur- 
portedly caused the ‘tie-up’. 
The money lenders wanted 
everything in place before 
the purse strings were 
loosened. 

Mr. Duncan says that by 
the time the final details 
were worked out and fin- 
ancing was in place, Abacus 
and their equal partner Hud- 
son Bay missed getting a

Both principals spent some § 
time looking over prospective 
major tenants including a 
food store and a second 
department store. They went 
with Safeway after looking at 
other major foot retailers 
and determining that Safe- 
way matched the centre's 
concept the closest. 

Woolco was eventually 
selected to join The Bay and 
Safeway as ‘‘anchors"’ in the 
development with a third 
major department store to be 
added in phase two, (Phase 
two is contracted to be 
completed within another 10 . 
years but Messrs. Duncan 
and Bruce both feel that the ) 
second phase will be com- 
pleted in three to five years). 
The third department store 
hasn't been named to date. 

Finalizing the tenancy of 
Woolco was a major factor 
contributing to missing the 
spring 1979 opening. Archi- 
tects had to wait for this 
design before final plans 
could be submitted to Can- 
ada Trust (permanent fin- 
ancing) and the Bank of 
Montreal (interim financing). © 
The whole process of nego- 
tiations was described as 
being very lengthy, yet 
necessary before any finan- 
cial arrangements could be 
set in place. To risk over- 
simplification - Canada Trust 
wasn't about to ‘buy a pig in 
a poke’, 


NATIONAL CHAINS 


Leasing Manager Bruce 
says the delay has made his 
job easier by giving him time 
to land more top quality 
tenants, many of whom will 
be national chains.

income projected by Abacus 
to reach $33,825 next year. 
They also project the trading 
area to reach a merchandise 
potential of $77 million next 
year. Abacus figures show 
St. Albert's income to be 
19% higher than Edmon- 
ton's which is currently 17% 
higher than the national 
average. 

Abacus brochures point to 
the rapid growth in the area 
and the lack of competition 
from other retailers. ‘‘Retail 
development has been held 
back for over five years 
causing a retail deficiency of 
over 400,000 square feet; 
delayed because of the city's 
determination to secure a 
regional shopping centre 
development. The only com- 
petition is an older downtown 


area and a handful of 
neighbourhood shopping 
centres,"’ 

WHO'S IN 


Tenent mix is weighted 
toward fashions with app- 
roximately 10 ladies wear, 
four men's wear, and five 
shoe stores expected. There 
will also be several stores 
carrying accessories. 

Smitty's Restaurant and 
Shopper's Drug Mart will 
occupy the corner of the main 
entrance near The Bay. At 
the opposite end of the mall 
(east) will be a food fair area 
similar to Kingsway Mall's. 
It looks like Coles Books and 
A & A Records will locate, 
although no leases have been 
signed, 

Safeway (at 41,700 square 
feet) will be leasing floor 
space greater than any other 
Safeway store in Western 
Canada. 

Total commercial floor 
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space is 328,500 square feet 
including The Bay (95,200), 
Woolco (104,100) and Safe- 
way. Phase two allows for 
increased floor space in 
Woolco, The Bay and Safe- 
way along with the addition 
of approximately 40 shops 
and a fourth department 
store. 

St. Albert Centre's ex- 
terior has been designed 
with the concept of the Red 
Willow Park along the Stur- 
geon River in mind. The 
pebbled walls are tapered on 
a inward slant to the roof. 
The entire centre is only one 
floor in height so as to blend 
better with the river valley. 
Landscaping will include 
trees set in sidewalks and 


grassed areas. Details of 
work along the river bank 
have not yet been worked 
out. 

The interior will feature 
‘park-like settings’ and 
warm, earth tone colours. 
Skylights will be situated 
above trees set into the mall. 
Reflective linear ceilings will 
add to the ‘openess’ of the 
mall area. 

Traffic lights where St. 
Vital intersects the St. Albert 
Trail will be installed in the 
not very distant future, 
signalling the approach of 
increased self-reliance for St. 
Albert.

Side 1 - Louis gives a short 
hi-hat intro into Pete Christ- 
lieb and Bill Sloan’s ‘‘Now 
and Then,"’ with Pete step- 
ping in with very vibrant sax 


work. Blue Mitchell smooths 
it out with more melodic 
trumpet lines. The piano 
work of Tompkins near the 
end of the tune really loosens 
it up leading to a short solo 
by Bellson featuring the 
double bass. Louie has been 
using the double bass effect 
since the early 50’s. There is 
so much to listen to on this 
album and all of it is good. 
Throughout the whole 
album listen to the precise 
work of Williams and Bellson 
as they back the soloists. 
Williams adds the heartbeat 
to the entire album with jolts 
of innovation contributed by 
Geissman and Tompkins.

Now, a legislative as well 
as a judicial menace looms, which has ominous 
implications for the arts. 

Bill C-21, already drafted for consideration by 
Parliament, has several disturbing aspects. It would 
broaden the definition of obscenity to include violence, 
degradation, crime and horror. Worse still, it would 
transfer authority to regulate pornography to provincial 
attorneys-general and other local authorities,

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Ye gods! The implications of the obscenity clause are 
so broad as to be laughable, if they weren’t so frightening, 
Using violence and horror as a definition of obscenity, we 
could go on a wild banning binge -- The Bible, the 
evening news, “Holocaust,” “‘Roots” and just about every 
drama to march across the 24” screen would be 
vulnerable. Shakespeare would be blue - pencilled to 
pieces and Sherlock Holmes would have to hang up his 
deerstalker. Little Red Riding Hood would be forced to 
turn in her basket of goodies and all major league hockey 
teams would be benched for good. The works of Bram 
Stoker and Mary Shelley would be purged of monsters, 
and Dracula minus vampires is a bloodless prospect, 
Obviously, the Bill’s obscenity definition is a bigger 
obscenity in itself than the sins which it tries to curtail. 

Then we have the local authorities clause. The U.S. has 
such local controls and the results there are chaotic. With 
such a system, there are as many definitions of obscenity 
as there are towns. The arts in Edmonton for instance, 
would be in real trouble. Mayor Purves would put loin 
cloths on nude artworks and Ald. Leger would stand at 
the city limits to bar Alice Cooper. He would also ensure 
that actors kept their pants on while on stage, (Remember 
La Ronde?) And Edmonton would be only one of many 
cultural districts, each with its own righteous regulations 
A university could wind up in the embarrassing position 
of being prohibited from reading the classics, because of 
the moral strictures of the town in which it is located. Its 
(degress would be worthless in no time. 

The folly of this kind of law has already been proven. 
Are its authors unaware that an Ontario board banned the 
books of Margaret Lawrence and W.O. Mitchell? 
Meanwhile, an Edmonton trustee devotes his time to 
counting profanities in “Catcher in the Rye,’”’ The Sunday 
Schools had better keep a weather eye on their Bibles, 
The Songs of Solomon are pretty racy and what about all 
that begatting in Genesis? AT 

If we aren’t vigilant, we'll end up with a situation like 
the one south of the border. The scenario might go like 
this: Linda Loveloose, a fictitious actress, appears in a 
movie of ill repute, entitled ““Cheap Gloat.” It plays all 
around the country, including the hamlet of Hayseed, 
Sask., pop. 802. Now Ms. Loveloose has never been 
anywhere near Hayseed, and probably prefers it that way. 
However, the good citizens, having scrutinized the flick 
avidly from opening line to closing credits, have deemed it 
obscene. An invitation in the form of a summons is 
extended to Ms. Loveloose to attend at the Hayseed 
municipal court on a charge of corrupting the city fathers 
or some such nonsense, The defendent is a dead pigeon 
before she’s even sworn in. The jury or judge perceives 
her as a cross between Lucrezia Borgia and Lizzie 
Borden, and as a citified outsider, she stands about as 
much chance as would a resident of Sodom or Gomorrah. 

Unfortunately for the defendent, it is impossible for her 
to avoid her transgressions. She has no way of knowing 
the peculiarities of Hayseed’s rigid moral code and with a 
few thousand such variations, ignorance of the law 
becomes a valid defence, Loveloose gives up the fight and 
forks over a fine large enough to keep the Hayseed 
Library of Lustless Literature in Harlequin romances for 
ten years. The villainess beats a hasty retreat to her 
Toronto home, only to find there yet another summons to 
appear before the folk of Upright, Manitoba.

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Monkey-eating eagle 
tailed in Philippines 


By Barbara S. Moffet 
National Geographic News 
After weeks of stalking the 

monkey-eating eagle through 
the dense forests of the 
Philippines, a group of 
American scientists finally 
found the rare bird. In fact, 
they think they might have 
found 500 of them. 

They also discovered that 
the monkey-eating eagle 
isn't that wild about mon- 
keys. The blue-eyed, white- 
crested bird seems to prefer 
dining on flying lemurs, 
animals that resemble flying 
squirrels. 

Even though the eagle 
population apparently is in 
the hundreds, the bird still 
faces the threat of extinction,

eagle was believed extinct on 
Samar, but the group now 
thinks the island has a 
sizable population. More 
eagles were found on three of 
the other islands, especially 
Mindanao. But despite these 
discoveries, the bird remains 
in danger. 

Native only to the Philip- 
pines, the eagle builds its 
huge nest -- five by eight feet 
in size -- high in the trees of 
mountain ranges. In the last 
30 years it has lost nesting 
ground to extensive logging 
and clearing of forest for 
agriculture. The eagles also 
have been killed by trophy 
hunters. 

Hoping to educate Filip- 
inos about the bird's plight, 
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to 5 p.m 


the scientists are observing 
and counting the eagles and 
filming their behavior on a 
grant from the National 
Geographic Society. Photo- 
graphers are perching in 
treehouses, recording days 
in the lives of the monkey- 
eating eagle. The scientists 
also have attached a radio 
transmitter to the tail of a 
juvenile eagle to track its 
behavior patterns. ‘We kti- 
ow where he is 24 hours a 
day,’’ Kennedy said. 


BREEDING IN CAPTIVITY 


To help ensure the spe- 
cies’ survival, Kennedy and 
a colleague, Ronald Krupa, 
have begun a captive bree- 
ding and release program. 
They plan to use such 
techniques as artificial in- 
semination to breed the birds 
where they are safe from 
man’s encroachment. 

The scientists also are 
working with President Fer- 
dinand Marcos to curb the 
destruction of the eagles’ 
habitat by loggers and far- 
mers. 

The second largest eagle 
in the world, the monkey- 
eating eagle has a wing span 
of about seven feet and 
weighs up to 15 pounds. It 
has chocolate brown and 
white feathers and an ex- 
tremely narrow, curved 
beak. Its most unusual 
feature, says Kennedy, is its 
*‘moppy crest,’’ a bonnet of 
feathers that rise when the 
bifd is provoked. 

After it was first dis- 
covered, the eagle was prac- 
tically forgotten until a 
\scientist began studying it in 
the 1960s. It then caught the! 
eye of Charles A. Lindbergh, 
who helped set up a program 
to preserve the species,

istics on child neglect that 
most of us leading affluent 
lives as Albertans should 
keep in mind. 


Dr. Earle Snider, urban 
sociologist at The University 
of Alberta, gave a large 
audience at the Greater 
Edmonton convention a star- 
tling and often unpleasant 
look at the world of children 
in this year of the child. 

He stated that of the 1.51 
billion children in the world 
today, a large percentage are 
in the developing countries. 
Two out of every 12 will die 
as babies, five will be illi- 
terate, and of the five who go 
to school, only two will finish 
their elementary education. 

He went on to say that 
Canadians should not be 
complacent, since 1.5 million 
children live in poverty in 
Canada. In Alberta there are 
5.000 cases of juvenile 
neglect per year, and in 
inner-city schools many chil- 
dren show symptoms of 
neglect and malnutrition. 

Teachers cannot walk 
away from these problems, 
Dr. Snider continued, since

venience foods and changing 
consumer attitudes can be 
seen in the example of the 
cake mix. When cake mixes 
first came on the market, 
many people scoffed at them. 
Often those who did use 
them hid the tell-tale pack- 
age from the sight of family 
and friends, But now, cake 
mixes are very common and 
the homemaker who uses an 
at-home recipe is the ex- 
ception, rather than the rule. 
Similarly, the use of other 
convenience foods is widely 
accepted, 

For most people, a con- 
venience food is one in which 
a considerable amount of the 
time and labour in preparing 
the food has been shifted to 
the food processor, so the 
consumer doesn’t have as 
much work to do. The 
cooking, squeezing, cutting 
or peeling was done before 
the food got to the super- 
market. 

While most consumers 
believe convenience foods 
are more costly than the 
home-made equivalents, this 
is not always the case. Cost 
comparisons of some pro- 
ducts may be surprising. 
Instant mashed potatoes are 
often cheaper than the 
home-made ones. Instant 
scalloped potatoes, on the 
other hand, will be con- 
siderably more expensive 
than if they were made at

home. While most cake 
mixes will cost more than a 
home-made cake, an angel 
food cake mix will almost 
always be cheaper. Biscuit 
mixes and store-bought br- 
ead are usually more expen- 
sive. 

Convenience foods are 
sometimes cheaper because 
of the economic advantages 
of mass production, a better 
distribution system, and 
reduced waste through spoi- 
lage. Convenience foods tend 
to increase in price, the 
closer they are to being ready 
to eat. Their price also 
increases with the number of 
ingredients. 

Simple price comparisons 
between convenience foods 
and the equivalent home- 
made ones are not mean-- 
ingful, however, unless they 
consider nutrition, quality 
and taste. While there is no 
reason why convenience 
foods should provide less 
nutrition, they may be less 
nutritious overall simply 
because the commercially 
prepared food may have 
smaller quantities of the 
more expensive ingredients, 
such as meat, vegetables, 
and fruit. 

For example, the price of a 
frozen pizza and one made at 
home can't really be com- 
pared if the home-made one 
contains twice as much 
cheese (a good source of

additions, such as milk, 
eggs, or butter can increase 
the cost of a convenience 
food a great deal. If the food 
also requires a long cooking 
time, the energy cost must 
also be taken into account. 
Consumers who buy con- 
venience foods to save time 
should make sure they really 
do save time. Read the label 
to see how much work must 
still be done at home. 
Pancake and biscuit mixes 
are sometimes almost as 
time consuming as at-home 


recipes. 
The labels on convenience 
foods will also give a 


complete breakdown of the 
content and in some cases 
will indicate the shelf-life of 
the food. So it is important to 
read them. Federal labelling 
regulations require that all 
ingredients must be listed on 
the label in descending order 
of their proportion. A label 
that reads ‘‘sugar, water, 
eggs’’ has sugar as its main 
ingredient, then water, and 
finally eggs. 

Convenience foods with a 
shelf life of less than 90 days 
(such as some biscuit and 
cookie dough) will also have 
a ‘‘best before’’ date on the 
label. This is the date after 
which the food is no longer at 
its peak of quality. 

Remember when you are 
deciding whether to buy 
convenience foods that in 
many cases what you do 
yourself might save money. 
Have you tried to make*your 
own convenience foods? The 
simplest way is still to use 
carefully refrigerated left 
overs in another way.

This year and last year Canada exported 20 million 
tonnes of grain. By 1985 the Canadian Wheat Board 
believes Canada needs to export 30 million tonnes —or 
144 billion bushels. That 1% billion bushels of grain is 
50 per cent more than the record levels we've been 
exporting. 

Increases that big don’t come easy. Can we do it? 

There are three concerns: Can farmers grow 1% 
billion bushels? Can the Canadian Wheat Board sell 
that much? Can our grain handling system get that 
much grain from the farms to the ships? 

The answer to the first two questions is yes. Given 
quotas to deliver 1% billion bushels, prairie farmers 
will grow it. The Canadian Wheat Board has repeatedly 
promised that markets of the world are ready to buy 
as much as we can ship. 

The big problem is getting the grain from country 
elevators to the ships. Right now we don't always get 
the grain onto ocean vessels in time. Our rail system 
just isn’t good enough, and we need more terminal 
facilities to serve the growing West Coast markets. 

Everyone agrees that rails and West Coast terminal 
space are the main stumbling blocks to exporting 1% 
billion bushels of grain. After the Prairie Premiers and 
the Minister Responsible for the Canadian Wheat Board 
met in Winnipeg in January, they agreed we must form 
.a task force to help Canada reach that target. That 
target is now just over the horizon because most of 
the work has been done or is underway. 


Problems affect each other 

Grain handling companies don’t spend money fixing 
elevators on rail lines that might be abandoned. Rail- 
ways won't spend money rebuilding or upgrading 
lines —or buying hopper cars —if they lose money haul- 
ing grain. 

Much of our branchline rail system needs upgrading 
so long trains of hopper cars can move fast and safely. 
It is only through straining the present system to the 
utmost that we are able to move the record quantities 
of grain we are moving. 

The Government of Canada has put in place a 
permanent rail network which serves over 90 per cent 
of the prairie farmers. This means elevators on those 
lines are guaranteed to be served by rail into the next 
century. 

Hundreds of millions of federal government dollars 
have been spent and will be spent to renovate these 
lines. The Government of Canada is committed to fix 
up all the branch lines and will ensure the rolling stock 
is there to move your grain. A lot has been done. 
But a lot more must be done to move 11 billion bushels 
a year. 

Work is also going ahead to make sure that new 
West Coast terminal facilities, over and above Van- 
couver, are in place by 1985. Canada cannot afford 
future tie-ups at Vancouver. Prince Rupert makes a 
fine alternate port. 


Work on ports and terminals 

The greatest efforts are being directed to making Pacific 
Ocean ports able to handle more exports because that 
is the direction Canada's markets are developing fastest. 
@ Vancouver. Capacity has increased by 10 million 
bushels. Altogether, it amounts to a 30 percent 
improvement. 

@ Prince Rupert. A 30 million bushel terminal is being 


planned. 

@ Churchill. This port facility has been upgraded at a 
cost so far of $10.8 million.

order to speed up turnaround time for railway equip- 
ment. 

@ The firms Booz-Allen and Hamilton and the IBI Group 
are now studying ways to get better service out of 
the facilities we now have by finding out how railways, 
elevator companies and ports and ships can work 
together in better ways. 


Upgrading branch rail lines 
Between 1971 and 1978, the Government of Canada 
put $530,000,000 into subsidies for branch lines. In 
1977 and 1978, $100,000,000 was spent upgrading lines. 
More is coming: $70,000,000 is being spent this year 
and a further $830,000,000 expenditure is planned. This 
money will be used just to rebuild branch lines. 
Planning which lines should get money spent on 
them became a priority job. The process had to be 
fast, so the railways and grain handling companies 
could go about their work and so farmers could make 
their plans. The process had to be non-political. The 
process had to permit everyone affected to be heard. 
These decisions are still being made, but much has 
been done. 


@ 1974. The Federal Government guaranteed that 
12,413 miles of branch lines would be protected for 
service until at least the year 2000. 

Once rail lines are declared permanent, money can 
be spent improving them. There is no better proof 
that a line is permanent than the expenditure of millions 
of dollars improving it. 

@ 1975. The Hall Commission was appointed to look 
at the rest—about 6,283 miles. The Hall Commission 
recommended that 1,812 miles be added to the perma- 
nent network guaranteed to the next century, and the 
federal government did this. 

@ 1975. Meanwhile, the Snavely Commission set to 
work determining what it actually costs to haul grain 
by rail to Thunder Bay or Vancouver. 

@ 1977. The Hall Commission proposed that the future 
of the remaining 2,344 miles of branch lines be decided 
by 1990. But many farmers and elevator companies 
felt this was too long a wait. So, the federal government 
appointed the Prairie Rail Action Committee (PRAC) 
to do the job promptly. 

@ 1978. PRAC recommended that a further 1,044 miles 
of new and existing branch line track be added to 
the permanent network guaranteed to the year 2000. 
PRAC said extensive upgrading should be done to make 
this track useful, at the expense of the Government 
of Canada—estimated to cost $106,035,000. This action 
has put about 80 per cent of all track in the permanent 
network. 

PRAC made one other major recommendation: that 
some 1,300 miles of track be abandoned. This could 
affect only 7 per cent of all Wheat Board permit holders. 
@ 1979. No lines can be abandoned without permission 
of the Canadian Transport Commission (CTC). It will 
likely hold hearings for each important line and add 
still more lines to the permanent network. 

To bring the CTC closer to Western Canadians, the 
Minister of Transport has received agreement from the 
CTC to set up a Western Arm with Commissioners 
and offices located in Western Canada. 


Rebuilding boxcars 

In 1974, the federal government spent $3,400,000 to 
put 2,400 boxcars in both railways back to work haul- 
ing grain. A second program started in 1978: it will 
cost $7,300,000 and will rehabilitate 2,000 more 
boxcars. There is a possibility further renovations will 
be undertaken. 


& 
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Hopper cars 

So far, the Government of Canada has spent 
$260,000,000 to provide 8,000 hopper cars to haul 
prairie grain. The Minister of Transport has proposed 

a federal-provincial task force to examine the need fot) 
10,000 more hopper cars by 1985. The railways need 
them in order to get 1% billion bushels of grain to 
ports on time as the market grows. 


Timely action go 
If work had not started five years ago, immense 
amounts of grain would now be stuck on farms, separ- 
ated from ships by a paralyzed rail system. If money 
had not been spent rebuilding branch lines, buying 
hopper cars, and expanding terminals at the West 
Coast, we would have little hope of getting near record 
amounts of grain out to market as we did in 1978. 
We would be so far behind we could never meet the 
1985 target of 1% billion bushels. 


How much can we pay 

for grain transportation? 

These are all expensive and important projects that 
will not only help farmers, but will strengthen Canada's 
economy and return benefits to the taxpayers who 
put up most of the money. 

These are not acts of charity. They are investment 
in Western Canada which have been carefully studied) 
and recommended on the basis of their long term 
return to Canada. 

More decisions will have to be made leading to more 
investment of funds. The people affected will be asked 
for their opinions. 

The reward promises to be that Western Canadian 
farmers will be in a position to grow and sell 50 per cent 
more grain than they do now. That's good for every 
farmer and for all Canadians. 


What you can do 

if your closest rail line y 

is proposed for abandonment 

As you have seen, identifying the permanent rail 

network has been a careful process of analyzing each 

and every line through the Hall Commission, PRAC 
and the CTC. A lot has changed, however, over the 
past four years. Elevators have consolidated, grain 
delivery patterns have changed, and there are other 
reasons why lines recommended for abandonment 
could well be retained by the Western Arm of the CTC 
with proper representation. 

You can fight for unprotected branch lines severa}) 

ways, starting right now. Here is what you can do: 

1. Form a local retention committee. Co-operate witit} 
other retention committees on the same rail line. 

2 Study the reasons why the Hall Commission or 
PRAC recommended abandonment. You may find 
an important mistake or you may find the situation 
has changed. 

3. Let the Western Arm of the CTC know you plan 
to defend a line. It will be alerted that people are 
interested in saving a line and want a hearing. 

4. The Western Arm of the CTC can deny an applica- 
tion for abandonment for five years or so. The 
Western Arm of the CTC can also recommend to 
the Minister of Transport that a line should be added 


to the permanent network, guaranteed into the next 
century.

first time home buyers 


ching, many young couples 
will be looking toward buying 
their first home, whether it 
be a condominium or single 
family home. 

Prices of homes are high in 
Alberta, making it increas- 
ingly difficult for first time 
buyers. Knowing whether or 
not you can afford a home, or 
how much you can pay for 
one begins by thoroughly 
understanding mortgages, 
and their characteristics. You 
will need to know the basic 
facts before shopping around 
for a mortgage. 

First some basic defini- 
tions. Mortgages are all 
Amortized - meaning pay- 
ments are equal, monthly 
and over a long period of 
time (usually 25 to 30 years). 
The interest is calculated on 
the total loan, and then paid 
off each month in decreasing 


amounts. The interest is 
therefore paid off, long 
before the principal (the 
money you borrowed.) For 
example, if your monthly 
payment is $500 then the 
first month your interest 
payment will be about $495 
and $5 towards principal. 
Next month, interest might 
be $490 with $10 toward 
principal. You do not usually 
make significant contribu- 
tions toward reducing the 
principal, until you have paid 
five to 10 years. 

How much can I borrow? 
Generally, banks will lend 
you up to 75% of the value of 
the home. Thus, if the house 
is valued at $60,000 you will 
need $15,000 down payment. 
There are also National 
Housing Act mortgages av- 
ailable from banks, which 
allow you to put down five

The house’ 
will have to be N.H.A. 
approved, in other words, 
built to their specifications. 

Remember too, that lend- 
ing institutions use a general 
formula to calculate how 
much mortgage you can 
afford. Ordinarily they sugg- 
est that a consumer can 
afford a mortgage valued at 
2% times his salary. After a 
down payment, most con- 
sumers can carry a debt load 
on a house of 30 percent of 
their income. And, payments 
on all debts should not 
exceed 40 percent of your 
salary.

They were blessed 
with sunny, hot weather 
except for one day. 

Harvey, Christine and 
Jane report the highlight of 
their trip was an all-day 
Panorama gir tour of the 
eight main islands, a total of 
900 air miles in a nine 
passenger DI8 Beachcraft, 
each passenger having a 
large viewing window, What 
follows is a description of 
their holiday as Christine 
told it, 

**Leaving Oahu we tra- 
velled southeast over Lanai 
the pineapple island bought 
by Mr, Dole many years ago. 
17,000 square miles of pine- 
apples! 

The next island of Kahool- 
awa is uninhabited and used 
for target practise by the 
U.S. forces. 

Then on to the big island of 
Hawaii, landing along the 
west coast at Keahole with 
lava rock on both sides of the 
runway. We went for a short 


bus tour to Kailua and back 
in the air again flying over 
Kona coffee trees, a steam- 
ing volcano, extinct vol- 
canoes, two large snow 
capped mountains, the high- 
est being 13,796 the Mauno 
Kea, where the world's 
highest observatory is loca- 
ted, and where skiers meet 
every winter, 

One cattle ranch on this 
island numbers 80,000 cattle. 
Also viewed was 420 ft. 
Akaka Falls that plunges into 
a lush gorge where bamboo, 
orchids and giant ginger 
grow. These falls are higher 
than Niagara Fails. 

Next stop was at the 
second largest islend of 
Maui. We landed at Kahului 
and took a shori bus tour to 
view lao valley and back to 4 
delicious smorg. dinner, The 
island of Maui only allows 
four storey buildings, so it 
was a big change from the 
skyscrapers of Waikiki 
beach, Leaving Maui travell- 
ing north towards Molakai 
we spotted two whales in the 
ocean. 

Molokai's north shore is 
one of the most spectacular 
scenes in Hawaii, Fortress- 
like cliffs and perpetual 
waterfalls plunge 2,000 feet 
to the sea. Kalaupapa is 
along this shore where vic- 
tims of leprosy were ban- 
ished during the 19th cen- 
tury. 

We then flew west over 
Honalulu enroute to the 
island of Kauai to view the 
Waimea Canyon "the Grand 
Canyon of the Pacific’’ which 
is over 3,000 feet deep, a 
spectacular view, as its 
colors change as the clouds 
cast moving shadows on 
exposed volcanic rock walls, 
an unexpected sight on a 
tropical island, The northern 
coast, the jagged, rocky Na 
Pali coastline rises 4,000 feet 
up from the sea, Flying 
further towards the eastern 
tip is Panalei Bay where 
many Hollywood movies are 
filmed. We landed at Lihue 
with sugar cane along the 
little runway. We boarded a 
bus to Wailua River for a 
three mile cruise to a famous 
Fern Grotto passing by lush 
vegetation and ancient Royal 
Burial Grounds, Many cou- 
ples travel to the grotto to be 
married there. Mt. Waialeale 
on Kauai is over 5,000 feet 
high and is the wettest spot 
on earth with an average 


annual rainfall of 480 inches. 

Eighteen miles south lies 
the small island of Niihaw, 
population of 237, the ‘'For- 
bidden Island,’’ as you need 
a special invitation to land 
there, the Robinson family 
ranch is located there, Our 
pilot informed us that Eng- 
lish is only taught once the 
children are in Grade 8, so 
most inhabitants are true 
natives, no radio, or T.V.! 
Left Pihue for Honolulu and 
the 104 mile trip home for a 
truly wonderful day!

On days when the old 
steam locomotive drawn 
passenger train arrived in 
Gibbons from the city, the 
west end of main street was a 
beehive of activity. Empty 
cream cans with farmers’ 
names on the ‘‘shoulder”’ 
areas were being stacked 
near the freight shed on the 
heavy planks of the old 
station platform. 

Tom Holmes, his big, grey 
English sheep dog ‘*Buster’’ 
following, clucked his horses 
as they made their deli- 
veries, after they picked 
things up at the station 
house. His first stop was at 
Norman Knott's Butcher 
Shop, where great sides of 
beef, pork and boxes of other 
meats were unloaded, 

Tommy's next stop was at 
the Post Office, which at that 
time, was located on the east 
end of McLean Bros, General 
Merchant building.

“The most visible part of 
the program appears right on 
roads in the province,”’ he 
said. ‘‘It'’s a symbolic sign 
that depicts the action re- 
quired of a motorist when 
encountering a school bus 
displaying its alternately 
flashing red lights."’

Raven’s Egg Grading Station 
Industrial Park 


opens in

Today marks the official 
opening of the new Egg 
Grading Station in the 
Morinville Industrial Park. 
The station is owned by Tony 
and June Raven of R.R. 2 St. 
Albert and will be operated 
by their son Steven, The 
plant has been in operation 
since February 5 and curr- 
ently employs seven local 
people. 

45,000 eggs pass through 
the station each week on the 
basis of a three-day work 
week, The eggs are supplied 
to all of the Woodward's 
stores in Alberta, as well as: 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital, the Youville Home, 
Johnston's Meat Enterprises 
Ltd. and the Touch Inn, all 
located in St. Albert. 

The eggs arrive from eight 
different poultry farms in the 
Sturgeon area two of which 
are owned by Mr. Raven. 
One of the farms has four 


barns and holds a total of 
30,000 layers. Their other 
farm is located near Bon 
Accord and has 4,000 brown 
hens and 10,000 young hens. 
Brown hens lay brown shell 
eggs, that basically, are no 
different than the usual 
white shell eggs. 

Upon arrival the eggs are 
stored in the cooler for at 
least a day. It is easier to spot 
eggs that aren't Grade A if 
they have been given a 
chance to settle. 

After settling, the eggs are 
brought out of the cooler and 
placed on a conveyor in 
cartons of three dozen each. 
The eggs are delicately lifted 
from the flats at the end of 
the conveyor by arms, which 
utilize rubber suction cups on 
the ends. The eggs are 
placed into a washer and 
dryer, where the eggs 
receive a thorough cleansing. 

_As they leave the dryer, 
the eggs pass over bright

lights in a screened off area, 
where an operator picks out 
anything that isn’t Grade A, 

Eggs that show blood are 
thrown out, while Grade C 
eggs (cracked) are kept and 
sent to Red Deer where they 
are either powdered or 
frozen. Grade B eggs (eggs 
that are odd shaped or have a 
large air cell) are placed into 
flats and sold right at the 
station to local residents. The 
Grade A’‘s continue on the 
conveyor where they are 
automatically separated by 
weight into the market sizes: 
Jumbo, Extra Large, Large, 
Medium, Small and Peewee. 
The eggs then follow sep- 
arate conveyors and are cart- 
oned into dozens by their 
respective sizes, From here 
the eggs go to market to wind 
up in some consumer's 
stomach in any number of 
forms the versatile egg may 
take. 


Cattle rustling 


An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure

**Rustlers Hang ‘em 
high!"' That age old cry has 
been echoing in the minds of 
many cattlemen this past 
year. With the strengthening 
in the cattle market, many 
Alberta cattlemen have, ex- 
perienced an unnecessary 
dollar drain from” their 
pocketbooks due to rustling. 
Offences are reportedly on 
an increase. How can the 
number of offences be mini- 
mized? 

You can help protect 
yourself by reducing the 
chances of the crime being 
committed. Proof of owner- 
ship is a good place to start. 
This may best be achieved by 
proper branding of stock and 
registering brands with the 
**Recorder of Brands,"’ Stet- 
tler. Keep good records 
indicating births, sales, pur- 
chases and slaughtering. 

During the grazing season, 
maintain a good check of the 
herd and conduct, the check 
with some irregularity to 
prevent would-be rustlers 
from casing your operation. 
Vary the check at different 
times of the day and week 
and also use different ve- 
hicles if possible. Arrange to 
have someone watch your 


operation when you are 
away. Note any strange 
vehicles in the area and 


record license numbers. Lock 
pasture gates. It may seem 
like a hassle and it’s far from 
being foolproof, but it’s your 
investment you may be 
protecting. If you have a 


mobile loading chute at a 
pasture location, make it as 
inaccessible as possible. 
Posting of ‘'No Hunting” 
and *'No Trespassing"’ signs 
around your property should 
discourage people to wander 
over your property. 

In addition to your ac 
tivities, the services of the 
local R.C.M.P. detachment 
are available if irregularities 
are detected. There are 
specific force members lo 
cated at Edmonton, Red 
Deer and Calgary who are 
experienced in rustling off- 
ences. Report the loss early 
and provide good descrip- 
tions. Unusual activity on 
ranges and pastures should 
be reported,

Every person who buys, sells 
or offers livestock for ship 
ment shall dosoin his own 
legal name.

The Alberta Cattle Com- 
mission offers a reward of up 
to $1,000 to anyone supp 
lying information to the 
authorities that leads to a 
conviction for rustling. We 
can all help to keep rustling 
ata minimum by keeping the 
previously mentioned points 
in mind,
